Davis got the name of “Yogi” 
when he worked in vaudeville, cir- 
cuses and carnivals. He soon drift- 

ed intd tattooing, which he has 
done for most of his life. He is 62. 

“I got tattoos all over me, from 
the crown of my head to the soles 
of my feet,” he, said, “I’d have 
more, but I run out of room:”
